Eiii»eno V. Deha 
ia aliso .s[;ukeii ot, Init not si^riouHly. Coii- 
t,'re.SHmaii Towiie is iiientioiieil, Init proh- 
iilily to lead tip to the ])roi)ii."al of Senator 
IN.'ttitrrew, wlio liaH ojienly joiiieil the 
l'o))niif-l |iarty. Perhaps ttu> foi'UsiiiK ut 
lireferitiiceK upon some one man would 
have jiroceeded fiirtlier liy tliis time 
W(!r(i the anti-l;!ryaii (lek'gate.s more cer- 
tainly than tliey are in majority. Tliis 
liowever still remains a (lueRlion. The 
pro-Brvimista were in a jubilant frame 
of mind to-day. This eveniiifj they an- 
nounced that their control of the con- 
vention was practically assured. Bolt- 
ers there might be, but defeat nevek-. 
Notwithstanding their confidence, how- 
ever, they will not relax their eflbrts, 
and they are well organized and discip- 
lined for a hard battle. 

The Poptilirit ami Silver conventions 
convene to-morrow, the former in tlie 
hall in whieli the National Kepuhlienn 
convention was held, and the latter in 
the Mtiaic iiall, where Cirover Cleveland 
was re-nominated in 1.S8S. Interest in 
the Silver convention[has been eclipsed 
hy the bitter struggle among the 
I'opnlist.'j over the struggle of nom- 
inating or endorsing Hryan. The 
programme of the Silver convention 
18 cut and dried. There is no division of 
sentiment. Congressman Francis New- 
lands, of Nevada, will be temporary 
chairman, and William P. St. John, the 
New York banker, permanent chairman, 
riiey will deliver tneir speeches; a plat- 
form of a single plank in favor .of the 
free coinage of silver at 16 to 1 will be 
a(lopti!d, Bryan and Sewell will be en- 
dorsed and tlie convention will adjourn. 

The I'ojiulistc on the other hand are 
rent and torn hy internal dissensions 
and i:ontendiiig faelions will plunge im- 
mediately into a fierce and (leterniined 
light, which may he prolonged for four 
or live days, and which from present in- 
dications will prohahly result in a l«ilt, 
no matter which faction prevails. The 
heterogeneous coniplexi(jti ui the con- 
vention, ('omprising as it does many 
whose opinions on tho (Hiestion seems 
diametrically opposed, and who hold 
and advocate these opinions with a bull- 
dog tenacity that neither argument nor 
suasiab seem able to shake; the con- 
llicting interests and the conditions that 
hedge tho situation about would stagger 
the oldest politteal proobet were he to 
attempt to forecast the result -^vith any- 
thing like detail. 

The Bryan men still appear to he in 
control and the traders are very ciuiti- 
dent that they are in the majoritv. 
rractii-ally all the traine<l and experi- 
enced generals are aligned with them. 
They have the advice and council of Sen- 
ator .loiie.s and the shrewd Democratic 
niiiiiagers, who are vigilantly watching 
cvevv point ;it issue, and atile allies in 
the Ivepii lil ican holters and the dele- 
izates to the Silver convention. They 
have a very thorough organization for 
systematic and ell'ective work. \Vhiie 
strong of conviction ami vociferous in 
their declarations that they will never 
surrender, the middle-of-the-road del- 
egates are practically a disorganizeil 
crowd. They keep up a great deal of 
enthusiasm at their meetings, and to- 
day they claim as high as 400 majority 
in the convention.

t he alteration I'.i tlie law lieariuij upon 
the Drpai'tinenlol I'railt' anil ( 'oiu iiieree. 
■■Vs is well known Sir .loliii MiU'donaM 
ilesireil to iiitroiliice into Canada the 
British governmental sy.-.teni, wliirli ad- 
mils a iiiim her of youiji; men to subor- 
dinate ollires in the ad mi n l^' trat ion , thus 
ad'ording tliein an opporUiiiily of serviu;; 
political apprenticeship under older and 
more experienced atatesuien. That 
this plan is a good one is evident and, 
tor the uioHt part, all the greatest of 
llrilisli slalesmen have commenced pub- 
lic life in thiti way. But tiie conditions 
in the mother country and Canada do 
not seem, in this respect, to be identical, 
nnd the plan has been practically inop- 
luative.

MYSTIFICATION. 

The Times has not yet done publish- 
ing nonsenBe with respect to the jKiBition 
of Cabinet Minister in connection willi 
a coiitrollersliip. It publi.'ilu's ii loltLT 
from Mr. Liuirier to Mr. I'aturson, wliii'h 
it aeeiiia to tliink delines cleiirl}' the posi- 
tion wliich .Mr. I'litersoii occwpiea in the 
present Governiiient. As tlie letter is 
published in the Times and the Toronto 
Globe, tiie offer made to Mr. Paterson 
bv Ihi^ Premier is eertuiiilv ii peculiar 
one. 1 lore it is : 

" M Y Di: \u r m'i:i;min ; — rc- 
j;;uil to the |nisilii)n whieli Nou 
are to hold in the (luverniueut 
I now offer you full rank in 
the Cabinet witli a porlff>lio, but that 
would be hardly satisfactory to nio nor 
to the business men who altaeh so nnieh 
iiiiportanre to your active partieipat ioii 
in the liusiiiesH of the 1 nivenuiKMit. The 
Deinirtment of Customs is one of the 
most important. Unfortunately that 
department has been reduced to the 
rank of a ControUurehip. This, as yon 
know, we have always looked upon as 
an unfortunate step, ami it is my 
(leternii nation, at the earliest op- 
portunity, to have that (le|)artineiit 
restored to the full rank of a C'libinet 
portfolio. You will do me ^reat service 
and the community also, if you would 
eonient to accept the I')ei)artnient of 
Ciistoma under existiii); circumstances ; 
an<l with my renewed at-siirance that at 
the very earliest moiiienl n il! ijirr ll 
lis jinnii'r i-'iii/:, as staled above. ]je- 
lieve me, my dear Tatereon, as ever 
" Yours most sincerely 

" Wll.KKID L.MRIEIt." 

Was Mr. Paterson in the above letter 
oli'ered full rank in the Cabinet witlioni 

a i)ortfolio '.' cu' was he oU'ered the t'on- 
trollership ni ('ustoms without 
a seat in the Cabinet? Tie 
Times evidently believes that the oiler 
of •' full Cabinet rank " in the lirst 
sentence of the letter means nothint; at 
all, and that all that part of it before 
the words you vill do ine threat service 
and the community " is without any 
meaning; as far as the oiler t(j ;Mr. I'ater- 
soii t;i)es. I'erhapa the Times is rii;ht, 
aral that in making Mr. Paterson an 
offer Mr. Laurier could not help indulg- 
inu; in his penchant for rigmarole. Hut 
we niust say that it does not seeui likely 
that Mr. Laurier would so far out of 
his way to make an offer that means no- 
thing; at all. We see that there are others 
besides the Times who find the letter 



as it reads in the Toronto lilobe and tlie 
Times hard to understand. The Ottawa 
Journal, t'.n exceedinjrly well edited pa- 
per, makes the offer in the first part 

<jf the letter read : "I now offer you full 
rank in the Cabinet u-illnml a portlolio." 
This, if taken b\- itsi-lf. is delinite, and 
consistent wit h what a)ii)ears to be the 
intention of the writer, but the conclud- 
iiifj part of the sentence is still mysli- 
fyiuK. 

The editor of the Halifax Chronicle, 
seeing there was an inconsistency in the 
Ii rsl sentence of the letter, tried to njenil 
it by inscrtini; the word "would" lic- 
Iween "I ' and '"now." The sen- 
teiii-e as jirinted in the Clironicle reads: 
" I would now offer you lull rank in the 
Cabinet with a portfolio, but that wouhl 
liardly " etc. 

'I he Times can take its choice of the 
readin^jH we have (jiioted, but even with 
the ln'st of them the lett(U- is indeliiiite 
and leaves it unciTtain whether Mr. 
Paterson has been taken into the Cab- 
inet or whether he has been left out. 

The editor of the Ottawa Free PrePs, 
writing the day after the letter was writ- 
ton, is not at all uncertain about the 
matter. He asserts posilividy that the 
new Couliidlers have been appointed to 
seals in the Cabinet. " It would be evi- 
dent," the Free Press says in its issiii' ol 
the 1-tlh, " that these two iinp(n taiu. 
branches of our public economy (Cus- 
toms and Inland Revenue) need a re- 
sponsible ininiHter at the head of each, 
and this it would ajjpearfrom the remarks 
of the Hon. Mr. Laurier, itrinled in an- 
other column, the (iovernnuiiit reeof^- 
nizea and will as soon as possible put 
into practice. The reform will be a 
needeU and moat desirable one. Mean- 
while the two new Controllera are in the 
Cabinet and will exercise the full func- 
tions of niinisters." 

Hero we liiid tlie Ottawa Free Press, 
with Mr. Laiirier'a declai-aiions on I lie 
subject before it, aa.serling that Mr. Pater- 
son and Sir 11. G. Joly are, though only 
Oontrollere, members of the Cabinet, 
having been "imposed upon "by the 
Premier, as our Victoria contemporary 
elegantly and forcibly expresses it, 
"with bopuH cabinet niinisterBhips." It 
ill not be loii^; before it will be known 



accepted by the ControUora, the Ottawa 
Free Press or the Victoria Times. 



PATIENT MERIT. 

The old Liberals feel particularly soro 
over the way in winch the Hon. David 
Mills haa been slighted by the new Pre- 
mier and the clique by whom he is ad- 
vised. The best men of the Liberal 
party have a very high opinion of Mr. 
Mills. They know that as a thinker ho 
has not his equal in tlio party, 
and that in political matters lie 
is the beat informed of them all. 
He has, besides, worked hard for the 
party both in and out of Parliament, 
and haa done more to maintain its 
credit in the country both among friends 
and opponents than any of its members. 
That so worthy and so capable a man as 
he should be coiupelled to stand aside to 
make room for new and untried men 
who have done nothing for either 
tlio country or the party is to 
these old Liberals most aggravating. 
The Chatham Banner, a leading Liberal 
newspaper in the Western Peninsula, 
expressed the feelings and the opinions 
of many Liberals, FJast as well as West, 
when in a recent issue it said : 

The alate of the new cabinet sworn in 
this afternoon and given in another 
column, leaves no room for di)nbl that 
Mr. Oavid Mills has been imshecl aside 
to make room for "new blooii." \\'e 
need scaiccly say that the fact, is a 
siiurcc (.)f niortilicalion to Mr. Mills' 
friends— and they number all llie l.ib- 
iMiils in Western Ontario — who have 
kiiuwii and ndiiiired biin liui-ing bis 
long jiublic caieer, ami who fail 
to I'ei'ogiiize .uiiMug ihe niati'i'ial 
inchideil in the Ontario list any gentle- 
man who is Mr. Mills' peer as a pai lia- 
mentarian or as a statesman, or one in 
whose judgment and fairness they can 
[place as much conlidence. We do not 
know what iiilluences have l)een used to 
bring about tliis result, or whether Mr. 
Mills haa voluntarily withdrawn bis 
claims to the recognition which long uinl 
invaluable services to the Liberal party 
and the country have entitled him to, 
but this we do know, that there are 
tbousauds of earnest Liiierals in Wes^t- 
erii ( bitario whose exultation over the 
recent electoral t.riuinpb has Ijcen damp- 
ened almost to thi' point of extinction by 
the treatment which has lieen extended 
ti) tbi> leader of the party in this seiaion 
of the province. The (_i lobe states t bat 
-Mr. .Mills will be appointed to a seat on 
the supreme court bench. Jlr. Mills 
will bring humiliation upon many warm 
friends if he accepts sncdi a position un- 
der the present circumstances. 



A' or HI S G S K TTLED. 



.loiirnalists in Great Britain and the 
I'liited States seem at a loss to know 
what were the issues at the late l>omin- 
i(jn election and what that election de- 
cided. It seems impossible for them to 
understand that there was really no 
iiuestion before the people in that con- 
test, and that it decided nothine. The 
Liberals shirked the only ipiestion on 
whiidi there is an ap])eariince of dili'er- 
ence of opinion in this coiuitry, namely, 
the trade ipiestion. 

There are in tbhs Dominion as in al- 
most every other country, protectionists 
and free traders. The policy of the late 
(.iovornineut was ])rotectionist. Tliey 
had established a. National Policy nf pro- 
tection to native induslrv. '1 lie 
Opposition for a while jirofessed 
to be zealous for free trade, 
free trade as they have it in England, 
lint as the year of election approached 
their advocacy of free trade and their 
opposition t) protection became weaker 
md weaker, until at last it was hard to 
listiiigiiish between the policy of the 
io\ernnieiil and the [hjIIcv of the Oppo- 
sition on the 'iiicstion of trade. I%veii 
since the election, the utterances of lead- 
ing men of the victorious party have on 
that question been ao mild as to be 
almost meaningless. In the formation 
of the new (iovernment the leader of 
the free trade jiartj' among the Lib- 
erals, altboui.di their ablest man, 
has not been apjiointed ^Minister 
of I'^inance, the position he held 
in the former I..iberal i^dniiniatration, 
but he has been placed in a far less in- 
llucntial position. It may he that after 
the ndiiisterial elections are over and 
the new I ■loverniiHuit liiids itsidf in a 
|)ositioii of security, its pnliey on the 
en bject of trade and C(jii]n:eree will be 
more pronounced than it is at present; 
but now the caution of the new minis- 
try with regard to it lias very much the 
apiiearanceoi timidity. 

The other ipiestion that agitated the 
luiblic mind during Ihe election ('am- 
(jaiirn and for some little time previous 
to it, was the .Manitoba school (piestion. 
The peculiar tJiiiig about this qucslion 
was I lull there was no real dill'ereiice of 
opinion between the leading men of the 
two sides witli regard to it. They all 
]jrofesseil tn believe that an injustice 
bad been done th(^ Manitoba iriitiorit}', 
and that the grievance they cjinplaiiied 
of should be rcniedieil. The Opposition 
of course luaintaiiied that tin; (iovern- 
ment in its attempt to remedy the griev- 
ance, pursued an unwise and an impo- 
litic course. But as regards the principle 
involved, both Government and Opposi- 
tion occupied the fiame ground. This is 
as far as the [loliticians were concerned. 
It was very dill'erent, however, with the 
peojil(\ The Protestants of Canada as 
a rule held that the Dominion Govern- 
ment should not meddle with the educa- 
tional affairs of Manitoba, that the Maui- 
toiians should be left to settle their 
school allaira among tiiemselves ; and the 
Catholics generally believed that the 
Manitoba minority had been imposeil 
upon and that tb(!ir grievance ought to 
he remedied. The (!)pj)ositi(Mi iilayed 



and they played it very cleverly. 
In the provinces in wliich the' 
majority is Protestant they were most 
zealous for provincial righta. They in- 
dignantly protested against what the^' 
called coercing Manitqba. In the Ro- 
man Catholic province of Quebec they 
professed to aympathise deeply wilh the 
^ranitobami:iority, and promised if they 
were returned to power that they would 
take measures to restore to llie injured 
Catholica of Manitoba their separate 
schools. And here another element en- 
tered the contest. The Leader of the 
Opposition was a French Canadian and 
a Catholic. There was a prosjiect of his 
liei^oining Premier of the J)oiiiiiiion. 
Would Frencli Canadians and Catholics 
be false to tlieir race and their religion 
by depriving tlieir compatriot and their 
co-religioniat of the great honor that 
was within Mr. Laurier's reach? Besides, 
would not the Catholics of Manitoba 
be as sure to receive fair treatment at 
the hands of Mr. Jjiiurier, a I'reiichinan 
and a Catholic, as they would at the 
baiuls of .Sir Charles Tujiper, a I'rotes- 
tant and an Englislimau? The bishops, 
it is true, and many of the clergy, sided 
with the ( Iovernment, hut were not the 
Liberals (piite as good Catholics as the 
Conservatives, and w ere they not as will- 
ing to do what the clergy considered 
right ill the Manitoba businesH'.' The 
race consideration decided the contest in 
favor of Mr. Laurier. In t^uebec the 
French Canadian leader gained a sweep- 
ing majority. Whate-er euecejses the 
Conservatives gained in the other prov- 
inces were swamped by the French Cana- 
dian iiiitjority. 

The ciuitest is o\'er now, and the trade 
question is jireclsely where it was before 
the light began; to Is the .Manitobii 
school (piestion. It is still to be settled. 
The liondnion is to-day as regards all 
political iiuestions precifcly where it was 
on the lirst of .Iiine.

The fall from the pressure box is 
at present 110 feet, but as the work 
juovefl up the creek the box will be 



moved back 80 as to give a pressure of

inches in Hi feet, and below there is u 
splendid <binip with i)lenty of fall. _ The 
conipany are, it ia worthy of note, in the 
fortunate position of beiie„' able to set the 
jilaiit coing at once on remmierativo 
work, as where the loonil.irs are work- 
ing the hedrcick i,« vir-ihle mi the side of

U'heii the water bad been turned on 
for a few hour \lr. Kirk out of cm-iosity 
took up a small i-ainple from one of the 
rllHes, ami altbongh'no ipiicksilver had 
then been placed in tliealuices, llie sam- 
ple i)anned out 'J5 cuts in gold, and Mr. 
Leveriilge, whose long experience at 
hydraulic mining innkes him a good 
authoritv, stated that he was convinced 
from the test Uiat that one rifUe held at 
least $2 in gold. On Tuesday, July 1-1, 
quickailver vvas put in the sluices and 
tnere will not be a wash-up for a month, 
so as to give a Ihoroughly good test of 
how the gravel runs in gold.

To hainlle the boul- 
ders that are met with in the gravel, a 
most ingenious ami complete bydraiilic 
derrick is used with a capacity of six 
t'lns. It is the invention of .Mr. Lever- 
idye's father,anil similar ones have been 
used by liim in Calilornhi. The mast ie 
a line stick of timber 80 feet high, and 
the bourn is an extension one. The lioint- 
ing tackle is operated by a sini|>le hy- 
ilraalic ei)iitriviiin'( — a stream from a 
7-incli pi|>e with a I'l-incli nozzle ami 
1-10 feet head, iilaving nn a bnrdy mirdy 
water wheel. One man. by nieuns of 
levers, operates the ib'rriek with the ex- 
ceritii m of sw ingi iij; 1 be booni, which is 
done by a man with a rope. It, how- 
ever, swings very easily. There is nn- 
li uiited gi ound liir liydrani iidng on t bis 
lease, aiai ))r(>spei-tiiii.' shafts sunk in 
nmneroiis parts of it have proved to he 
very riidi in gold , some of it a.shigh even 
as $1 .50 a cubic yard. 

•V number of substantial buildings 
have been put upon the property includ- 
ing boarding houses lor the men, anper- 
iiiteiidenl's Jioiise, a neat log house in 
which Jleasrs. Cliilds, McQuillan and 
Kirk have their quarters, tool house,

To 
my own mind this seems the disliii- 
t;uisliiiin feature of his character, his in- 
domitable courage amidst iim-plex ities 
which woultl luivo fairly daunted most 
men. 

In 187!) he saw the division of the dio- 
cese and the appointment of liis brother 
bishops of New Westminster and Cal- 
edonia, reserving to himself the jurisdic- 
tion of Vancouver island and the adja- 
cent islands. The closing years of his 
long episcopate witnessed a considerable 
in(;reaae in the jiopulalion of Victoria, 
and in IS'.U the Ihshop addcil live to thi- 
number of tlie clerirv of the diocese, and 
in the lust synod that he held in 1S!)J 
added two more, makint; a total of "Jl.' 
actively enL;aj,'e(l in minipterial work. 

His resiirnatinn of the see tunk ))lace 
in Xovenilier, l.Sll'2, and on his arrival in 
l'!ni;laml it seemed as tlmULdi his de- 
pariure uas at hand. Liut t;raduully he 
recovered his bodily streu'^^th, and w;'.s 
able to undertake tlie wurk of ii Hiiiall 
country parish in the diocesi: u\ Nor- 
wich, where I had the pleasuie ni visit- 
int; him a year ago, and there lie passed 
to his eternal rest on December 10, XWdb.

Services have been held re- 
gularly by Canon PaLhion at Mayne Is- 
land, which forms a cuiivenient cinitre 
for the neighboring islands, and there is 
an iininediate prospect of a new elnirch 
being built in I'luinjier's I'ass upon a 
beautiful site which has been kindly of- 
fereil by Mr. Warburioa J'ike. A lady 
in Knglaiui who had coUectetl $.")00 for a 
steam launch is willini; that tliia sum 
should form a iiucleufci for the new 
church, as conimunicalion amongst the 
islands is well provided by steamboats, 
and witli additional sums thatliave been 
promised there is a good hope that the 
chnrch will be built without debt. 

I am also thankful to bo able to give a 
hopeful reportof my first visit to the In- 
dian miaaion at Alert Bay.

1 was able to visit several trilics 
of iieighl)oring Indians, and should in- 
deed he thankful it it were possil.U,' to 
enlarge the work liy obtaining another 
missionary for the northern [lart of the 
island. ()ur profound tlianks are due to 
the Chundi Missionary Society, which 
i)v the past 18 years has supplied the 
funds for this uiission. 

DuriiiiT the past sir months, on ac- 
(•ount ol the absence of Rev. Canon Good 
iluougii ill-health in tlie early part of 
tlie year, and of the Rev. C. IC. Cooper 
since March, the time of the .A rchdeacon 
has been occupieil in taking (tharge of 
St. Paul's, Nanaimo, anil .■-^1. iMaltbew's, 
Welliiigloii, so tliat he Iiuh been nrevent- 
eil from iloing auv itinerating work in 
tlie diocese, but vetv shortly it is hoped 
that Alherni niav lie visited, and ser- 
vices Commenced. 

The vottu's' lists show a considerable 
increase in the number of settlers in 
(hibriola and Henman islands, which 
will demand our attention, and the re- 
opening of the sawmill at Ciiemainus 
and I he several small settlements scat- 
tered ill the neighliorhood of Duncan are 
too great a strain for the clergy engaged 
in these districts.

The need oil 
such methods is evident if the church is ' 
to keep her bold of lads after leaving! 
Sunday school. 

During this coming winter I hope that 
step.s may be taken to organize work 
am must men either by means of the St. 
Andrew's BrotUerhood or the Men's Help 
Society. 

There have been no additions to the 
existing temperance (.ocielieH in the 
ilioces;e, hut the need remains. Extern- 
ally the signs of drunkenness are not so 
apparent as in many other places, but 
there is a large amount ol senret driiii;- 
iiig, and the system of 'treating,' in 
itself an iiipult to common sense, still 
al oumls. If men do nut see tlieir way 
to lake the line of total abstinence from 
all intoxicating liquors which some of us 
most lirmly liel icve to be thi> ri^rbi course 
a-; a matter of example, a ■•■iciety which 
protesli'il au'ainst ' tieatiiic ' would bti a 
good lioiin to many. 

We shall lie very thankful to hear of | 
any otli.'r suggestion for thi> im[irove-! 
inent of iiaroclual work which mav lie j 
made (luring t!ie nu'eliiigs of the synod. 

It has been suggested that the diocese 
should be <livided into two rural dean- 
eries, ft course which would have my 
warm approval. 

We have again to express our thanks 
to the S.l'.C.K., who iiave granted a 
tnagic lantern for the use of the diocese 
and who have never refused a single ap- 
plication for help. It was a great pleas- 
ure to welcome tin? organising secretary 
Ml the society as he jiassed t hrough Vic- 
toria, anil although the notice was ex- 
treinelv sliort, a fair lialliering assem bled 
in tbecathedial Hclioolrooiii to Hear from 
him an i n terest i ng account of the Work 
of I his venerable soiaety.

On May 1.'! a circular was is.sueil to the 
st.mding committee of the S. T. C to 
the Canadian bishops to the ellect that 
after the year IDOU the society will look 
to the Canadian church to relieve it of 
all its pecuniary responsibility in the 
Dominion. It is impossible to think 
that this tlireat will be carried out, for 
it would mean the closing of much of ihe 
missionary work of the chnrch. lint the 
very fart thai the tlireal has bi'en made 
may help forward the movrment for a 
hoard of mi.-sioiis ol the whole cliuich, 
SI) that till' distribution ot [inids may be 
arraii;_'i'd hv .-omi. other iin-tbod than 
that now adopted by the society. 

Itau'ain becomes my ihily to upneal 
more earnestly to the diocese for a more 
generous support of the mission fund. 
The deficit of if'iW in i\Ian-li, IS'I.t, has 
indeed been reduced to .'fli.'M, but the re- 
ceijits include a donationol ^.'>ilO collected 
in Kngland. The jiarislies in Victoria 
are all now self supportine, with the ex- 
ception of a small grant to St. Barnabas 
— and this means that a considerable 
sum is raised in the parishes of St.Jamea 
an.l St. Saviour's for their own work 
which a few years ago was not forth- 
coming, while there certainly has been 
no incn^aBO in the population. I'oit 
making every allowance! for this and the 
scarcity of money, there ai^c still imuiy 
jiarisbes where no real ellbrl is made to 
collect for the missioii land. 

It remains to hi; seen whether the 
adoplion of tlu' " tjuebcc system," liy 
which concentrati.Mi of funds will be 
eflectod, will produce better results ; but 
it is clear that the fault lies in the fail- 
ure to grasp the iiei'ds of the dioce.s'e as 
a whole. Individual efforts in the sev- 
er..l parishes are gooii, but we still sadly 
lack the true spirit of all ctuirch life, 
and will not see that "It one member 
Bull'er, all the members sufler with it." 
Only let there bo an increase of true 
jiiety and devotion amongst us, and the 
support of the weak would follow as a 
matter of course. I'ntil this fomidation 
id well ai'd dee|>ly laid, systematic, aloei- 
giviiig may be talked about but will not 
be practised, and wo cannot cxpe t to 



receive the full bleasingof the Lord upon 
our work. 

In connection with this subiect I have

Christian peo|ile. (-h-ailually the evi- 
dence is accumulating of the sail results 
in i:iiuntries which have eliminated all 
religions instruction, and conienleil 
ibemsLdve.T with mere seen la r teaching. 
In Ihe I'aist of Canada, tlie Anglican 
church is raising its voice in no uncer- 
tain lone. Tiie synods of the dioceses of 
Toronto, Huron, Ontario, Niagara, and 
h'redericton have all resolved to ai't if 
Dossible in concert with other religions 
bodies n|ion this i|ucstion. The synod 
of lluperl's Land has pas.sed a similar 
resolution. Let ns not be behindhand 
in the West. It will ret|iiire j>atience 
ami perseveiauce. Prejudices will liavo 
to be ov^ercome and even if we see no 
immediate result, and the ditBculties 
seem insuperable, let us not dream of 
atteiiijiiing to escape from our responsi- 
bility, lint lirmly hold fast to that which 
we know must be right in the sight of 
Cod. 

A subject like this lead- our thoughts 
naturally to the iiicetiiig of the general 
synod ol the churcli in Canada wliich is 
lu l)e held ( I ). V. ) at U'inni|ieg on Sep- 
tember "J. At Toronto in l.s',);i Htile was 
done beyond the adoption of ;i c^onstilu- 
tion in which tlie utmost care was taken 
ti-i safc'/nard onr relation with the 
mother Church of Kngland ami to pro- 
tect the rights of each individual diocese. 
No decision of tlie general synod isbiiid- 
iug upon any diocese until that diocese 
lia.s riignitied its acceptance. At present 
there i's no posibility of tlio three dioceses 
in liritish Columbia being formed into a 
province, nor is it practicable to join the 
jirovince of Rupert's Land. The 
,\ rchhi.-hop of Canterbury Htill remains 
our inelro|)olitan, but few in nu n- 
ber as we are anil in our 
Iiositioii as till!
